The  table  sot  out  above  shcM;  Aiat  the  Vital  Statistics  for 
the  Urban  District  compare  very  favr,-- i^ably  with  those  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  160  Smaller  TovraSo 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  tvu  rates  for  Carlton  which  are  not 
quite  as  satisfactory  are  (i)  the  birth  which  is  approximately  one 
birth  per  1,000  of  the  population  less  and  ( ii ) the  infantile  mortality 
rate  which  is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  and 
the  160  Smaller  Towns.  The  various  Rates  will  be  commented  upon  in 
greater  detail  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 


BIRTHS . 


The  Rate  has  again  declined  and  this  fall  likewise  operates  for 
the  Country  as  a whole  and  for  the  160  Smaller  Towns  and  has  continued 
since  1947.  The  Birth  Rate  for  Carlton  is  14.40  as  compared  with 

14,68  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  1951. 


The  live  births  which  number  511  exceed  the  deaths  by  183  ,' 
which  is  19  more  than  in  1951  when  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was 
164. 

■ During  1952  the  number  of  still  births  occurring  was  8 as 
compared  with  10  in  the  previous  year.  The  Rate  has  decreased  from 
0.28  per  1,000  population  in  1951  to  0.23  for  the  year  under- report. 
The  still  birth  rate  for  Carlton  is  only  two-thirds  of  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  160  Siaaller  Towns.

The  Death  Rate  of  10,01  per  1,000  population  is  less  than  that 
for  1951  when  the  recorded  rate  was  10.88.  The  Rotes  for  England  and 
Tfoles  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns  are  11.3  and  11,2  per  1,000  population 
respectively.

IRFARTILE  MORTALITY  BATE. 

In  1951  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rote  v/as  very  low  as  compared  with 
the  previous  year  and  during  1952  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the 
Rate  which  is  29.3  per  1,000  related  live  births.  This  Rato  is  a little 
higher  than  the  Rates  for  England  and  Woles  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns  which 
are  respectively  27,6  and  25,8  per  1,000  related  live  births. 

The  causes  of  Infantile  deaths  (i,e.  the  deaths  of  children  under 
1 year  of  age)  are  detailed  on  Page  5 and  are  also  commented  upon.

None  of  the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
occurred  in  illegitimate  children,  and  of  the  fifteen  deaths  recorded 
14  occurred  in  Hospital. 

It  is  very  iraprobahle  *-  particularly  in  the  deaths  occurring 
under  1 month  of  age  ~ that  anything  more  could  have  been  done  to  save 
these  lives,  especially  as  6 occurred  within  twentyfour  hours  of  birth 
and  none  lived  longer  than  4 days. 


DEATHS  . OF  INFANTS  UNDER  TITO  YEARS 
FROM  DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS. 


No  deaths  virere  recorded  from  diarrhoea  and  enteritis  in 
infants  under  two  years  of  age.  This  is  the  second  year  when  such 
a happy  state  of  affairs  has  pertained  and  it  might  be  mentioned  that 
one  such  death  occurred  in  1950. 


MTERNAL  MORTALITY, 


Tv/o  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  1952  In  both  cases 
the  deaths  took  place  late  in  the  puerperiura  and  from  conditions  which 
could  not  be  foreseen.

The  rates  for  Carlton  - as  in  previous  years  - compare  very 
favourably  v\rith  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns. 
Those  for  measles  and  food  poisoning  are  slightly  hip^hcr  in  Carlton  than 
the  comparable  rates  but  the  difference  is  such  as  to  bo  of  little 
significance . 


DIPHTHERIA. 


No  case  of  d'.phthcria  occurred  within  the  District  during  1952 
and  this  vras  the  fourth  successive  year  when  such  good  fortune  prevailed. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  now  .been  generally  accepted  by  the 
public,  but  this  result  has  only  been  achieved  by  persistent  propoganda 
not  only  on  a local,  but  on  a national  basis  over  a period  of  years. 

Whilst  the  rate  of  protection  of  the  school  and  pro-school 
children  in  the  area  has  been  sufficient  to  prevent  any  cases  of  diphtheria 
occurring  it  is  desirable  that  the  vfholo  of  the  child  population  should  be 
protected.  Every  effort  is  being  and  will  continue  to  be  made  to  secure 
that  as  many  children  as  possible  are  immunised. 

It  is  but  human  nature  to  say  "this  will  not  happen  to  me  or, mine"  , 
but  the  unexpected  invariably  happens  and  I am  sure  that  those  parents  v/ho 
have  neglected  or  declined  to  have  thicr  children  protected  against  this 
killing  disease  would,  had  they  seen  a bad  case  of  diphtheria,  hasten  to  remedy 
the  matter  v^ithout  delay. 
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ICCAGLES . 


As  compared  v/ith  1951  the  rate  of  incidence  of  this  disease  in 
Carlton  is  much  reduced.  In  1951  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  civilian 
population  vras  20.17  and  is  10,26  for  the  year  under  report. 

The  rates  for  Euroland  and  ’’'.'ales  and  the  160  Smaller  Tovins  for 
1952  are  8,96  and  8,49  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population  respoc tively . 

Throe  children  were  admitted  tu  Hospital  suffering  from  measles 
and  complications  thereof  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  there  are  still 
some  parents  v/ho  regard  the  disease  too  lig'htly.  Measles  is  a 

condition  -which  requires  skilled  attention  and  careful  nursing.  It  may 
be  complicated  by  pneumonia,  discharging  eyes  or  cars  and  neglect  can  result 
in  permanent  blindness  or  deafness. 

It  might  be  mentioned  that  measles  is  difficult  to  control  for 
it  is  - unfcrtunately  - infectious  during  the  incubation  period  and  hence 
a person  may  readily  spread  the  infectioti#  far  and  v;ide  quite  umvittingly . 


SCARLET  FEVER, 


The  number  of  cases  notified  is  approximately  double  that 
recorded  in  1951  - 45  and  23  in  1952  and  1951  respectively.  The 

rate  of  incidence  per  1,000  population  is  somewhat  loss  than  those  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns  and  was  1,30. 

Once  again  the  disease  occurred  sporadically  and  -was  of  the  mild 
type  that  has  pre-vailed  for  a number  of  years. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 


The  district  has  again  been  fortunate  vi/ith  regard  to  the 
incidence  of  this  disease.  One  case  only  of  the  non -paralytic  typo 
was  notified,  but  the  diagnosis  vras  not  confirmed 


YraOOnKG  COUGH. 


During  the  year  69  cases  of  I'l’hooping  Cough  Y/ere  notified 
as  compared  with  75  in  1951  and  37  in  the  pirevious  year. 

In  Corlton  the  rate  of  incidence  of  the  disease  was  2.00  per 
1,000  civilian  population  as  compared  with  2.61  and  2.57  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  160  Smaller  Tovms  respectively. 

Protection  of  the  child  population  in  its  entirety  against  this 
disease  has  still  not  been  adopted,  though  children  in  particular  areas 
have  been  afforded  protection  by  the  authorities  concerned.  A proportion 
of  private  medical  practitioners  are  also  immunising  children  against 
whooping  cough. 

It  must  hoY\fover,  be  admitted  that  the  evidence  at  present 
available  by  no  means  proves  that  the  immunising  material  in  use  today  is 
wholly  effective  in  preventing  the  disease.  It  cannot  be  denied  howovor,  that 
if  the  development  of  the  disease  in  a patient  is  not  prevented  and  the 
attack  is  merely  modified  in  severity  the  immunisation  has  boon  of  value. 


CAN! CO LA  FEVER. 


One  case  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year.  This 
fever  is  a form  of  infectious  jaundice  and  is  i-rarsmi  tt  3d  by  dogs. 

The  disease  is  comparatively  rare  although  =?  'ia.rge  proportion  of 
dogs  have  been  infected  vjith  it.  The  infecting  organism  is  excreted 
in  the  dog’s  urine  and  the  danger  of  such  animals  is  easily  realised. 

The  patient  was  admitted  as  a case  of  meningitis,  but  was 
confirmed  as  Canicola  Fever,  The  case  was  very  seriously  ill,  but 
recovered  and  the  dog  was  suitably  dealt  with.

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  no  case  of  this  disease 
occurred  during  the  year.  In  1951  1 case  occurred  and  in  1950 

there  were  2 cases. 

The  rates  per  1,000  total  births  (live  and  still)  for 
England  and  Wales  and  the  160  Smaller  Towns  are  17.87  and  10,22 
re  spectively „

OTIiER  SPECIAL  DISEASES. 

INFLUENZA , 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


CANCER, 


From  the  year  1940  to  1951  the  average  number  of  deaths  from 
Cancer  per  year  was  54.  There  was  a considerable  fall  during  the  year 
under  report,  28  deaths  only  being  recorded. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  since  the  beginning  of  the  century.  This  is  to  some  extent 
explained  by  better  raethcds  (if  diaguoais  and  the  fact  that  as  the  number  of 
persons  reaching  the  older  af’e  groupt^  increases  so  must  the  number  of  cases 
of  cancer  increase  for  I t is  a disease  of  later  life. 

However,  considerable  atte  ition  has  been  given  to  the  'question  of 
the  causes  of  lung  cancer  and  the  e.ffects  on  the  incidence  of  the  disease 
caused  by  the  habit  of  smoking  tobacco.  Investigations  carried  out  by 
the  Medical  Research  Council  indicate  that  though  no  carcinogens  (cancer 
causing  materials)  have  as  yet  been  demonstrated  in  tobacco  there  would 
appear  to  be  some  connection  between  the  smoking  of  tobacco  (especially 
in  the  form  of  cigarettes  ) and  lung  cancer. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  incidence  and  death  rate  fram  this 
form  of  the  disease  is  higher  in  urban  than  in  rural  areas  and  this  may  result 
from  the  cumulative  effect  of  industrial  and  domestic  smoke,  fumes  from 
petrol  and  diesal  engines  and  other  forms  of  atmospheric  pollution. 

The  question  of  the  prevention  of  lung  cancer  is  one  of  primary 
importance,  for  the  reduction  of  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lung 
is  now  negatived  by  a corresponding  increase  in  the  deaths  from  lung  cancer.

FOOD  POISONING. 


During  the  year  6 cases  of  food  poisoning  wore  notified. 

In  all  but  one  case  diagnosis  was  raade  on  clinical  signs  alone  and  in 
that  case  S.,  Typhi-Muriun  was  isolated. 

In  the  single  case  referred  to  tiie  suspect'ed  neal  v/as  consuned 
in  a Cafe  outside  the  area,  Investigations  carried  out  by  the  authority 
concerned  revealed  nothing  to  suggest  that  the  neal  concerned  could  be 
incriminated  and  no  other  cases  were  reported  either  in  Carlton  or  in  tho 
area  whore  the  Cafe  was  locabed. 

So  far  as  the  renaining  five  cases  were  concerned,  these  occurred 
in  one  household.  It  was  not  practicable  to  obtain  specimens  of  the  foods 
suspected  as  the  remains  of  the  meal  had  already  been  disposed  of  when  the 
private  medical  practitioner  was  called  in.  In  this  outbreak  the  evidence 
suggests  that  the  particular  food  involved  v/as  a rabbit,  vjhich  was  consuned 
immediately  after  cooking.  If  In  fact  the  rabbit mvas  the  causative  factor, 
it  seems  probable  that  the  poisoning  vras  of  other  than  bacterial  origin. 

TUBERCULOSIS . 


It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a considerable  reduction 
in  the  number  of  new  cases  added  to  the  Register  during  the  year  Such 
additions  (which  include  imvard  transfers  to  the  District  of  cases  from  other 
areas)  numbered  28,  as  compared  with  47  nev^r  cases  added  in  1951. 

The  position  with  regard  to  Sanatorium  accommodation  wrould  appear 
to  have  improved,  the  Ymiting  lists  having  been  reduced  in  length.  This  ha 
no  doubt  resulted  from  the  use  of  t''e  modern  methods  of  treatment,  which  not 
only  shorten  the  length  of  stay  in  Hospital  but  Yvhich  can  be  carried  out  at 
home.  Cases  Yvhich  years  ago  would  have  been  admitted  to  Sanatorium  can 
now  be  satisfactorily  treated  as  domiciliary  cases.

The  duties  in  connection  vjith  Iranunisa tion  and  Vaccination 
are  carried  out  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  under  agreement  with 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority.  These  arrangements  have  operated  satisfactorily  in  every 
way. 


There  is  a single  combined  session  for  Immunisation  and 
Vaccination  held  at  Park  House  Clinic,  Burton  Hoad,  Carlton  on  the  last 
Friday  morning  in  each  month. 

At  the  Clinic  at  lA  Plains  Road,  Ma.pperley,  there  are  facilities 
available  for  residents  in  the  Mapperley  area  of  the  Carlton  Urban  District, 
Th^  work  is  carried  out  after  the  normal  child  v/elfare  sessions,  cases  for 
iramunlsati-on  being  dealt  vifith  on  the  first  Friday  afternoon  in  each  month 
and  vaccinations  on  the  second  Friday  afternoon. 

Protective  measures  are  also  available  to  the  public  through 
the  National  Health  Scheme  and  they  can  be  afforded  by  the  usual  Medical 
Attendant  free  of  cost.

DAY  NURSERY. 


A Day  Nursery  continues  to  be  operated  by  the  County  Council  at 
Conway  Road,  Carlton,  There  are  places  for  26  children  only  and  as  compared  with 
last  year  the  waiting  list  is  much  reduced.  This  change  is,  no  doubt,  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  charges. 
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HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  Home  Help  Service,  which  is  operated  by  the  County  Council, 
is  controlled  by  a full-time  Sub-Organiser  who  is  responsible  for  an  area 
comprising  both  Arnold  and  Carlton.  The  Sub-Organiser  is,  however, 
based  in  Carlton  and  has  an  Office  at  Park  House , Burton  Road,  Carlton 
(Tel.  No.  CARLTON  57151) 

The  calls  upon  the  Service  have  increased  considerably,  though  the 
operation  of  the  Scheme  - apart  from  a revision  of  charges  - remains  the  same 
as  in  previous  years. 

The  current  charges  (July  1053  ) are  S/Od.  per  hour  or  £5,  15.  6d. 
for  a full  week  of  42  hours,  but  there  is  a Scheme  for  the  remission  of  whole 
or  part  of  the  charges  according  to  the  financial  position  of  the  applicant.

provided;  -

At  the  time  of  wi-iting  there  are  employed  10  full-time  and  67 
part-time  Helps  and  between  130  and  140  cases  per  week  are  dealt  Y\rith. 


CARE  OF  TEIE  CHRONIC  SICK  AND  AGED. 


It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  position  v\rith  regard  to  both  the 
aged  and  the  chronic  sick  has  improved. 

The  alterations  to  Gedling  Manor  which  were  in  progress  at  the  time 
of  writing  last  year’s  Report  have  been  completed  and  the  Homo  is  now  open  for 
the  reception  of  aged  persons.  There  is  accommodation  for  32  persons  and 
it  is  fully  occupied  and  it  might  be  mentioned  that  about  half  the  residents  are 
old  people  from  tlie  Carlton  and  Netherfield  areas. 

In  addition  t^vo  additional  Homes  are  to  bo  opened  within  the  County 
during  the  Autumn  at  Ruddington  and  Mansfield  respectively 

The  facilities  mentioned  are  provided  by  the  Nottinglianshi  re  County 
Council  functioning  as  the  Welfare  Authority,

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  entire  district  with  the  exception  of  a few  houEos  is 
supplied  with  vrater  from  the  Nottingham  Corporation  Water  Department. 

During  the  year  the  supply  has  boon  sufficient  in  quantity  and  satisfactory 
in  quality.  The  water  lias  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  few  houses  v/hich  are  not  supplied  from  the  Corporation  mains 
are  located  in  the  rural  portion  of  the  area  and  obtain  their  supplies  from 
four  tube  wells.  Those  wells  very  in  depth  from  100  ft.  to  120  ft. 

During  the  year  37  properties  - hitherto  supplied  from  a private 
well  (both  the  properties  and  itoII  are  in  the  ownership  of  British  Railways) 
were  connected  to  the  Nottingham  Corporation  mains.  The  reason  for  such 
connection  lAias  that  owing  to  an  appreciable  fall  in  the  water  level  in  the 
T>rell  the  continued  use  of  the  chlorinating  plant  - which  had  been  installed 
as  a result  of  previous  representations  by  your  Riblic  Health  Officers  - 
was  no  longer  practicable.  Submersible  pumps  and  ne'W  temporary  rising  mains 
were  installed  to  maintain  the  supply  and  all  users  drawing  there fom  were 
advised  to  boil  all  water  for  drinking  and  similar  purposes. 

Chlorination  of  water  at  the  storage  and  service  tank  was  attempted 
by  the  Railway  personnel  by  moans  of  a bi-daily  dosing  with  bleaching  powder. 

This  procedure  - as  was  expected  - proved  worthless  to  ensure  a safe  -water 
for  twentyfour  hours  a day,  as  the  demand  fluctuated  over  a considerable  range 
not  only  frcm  day  to  day  but  hour  by  hour. 

Whilst  the  supply  to  the  houses  is  no  longer  obtained  from  this 
source,  the  water  for  the  Locomotive  sheds,  sidings  and  Cantoon  are  derived 
therefrom  and  to  ensure  a potable  supply  the  Railway  authorities  have  installed 
a drip  feed  of  Chloros  to  the  storage  and  service  tank.  ITith  one  exception 
all  samples  taken  since  that  time  have  proved  satisfactory  upon  bacterial 
examination  and  tests  for  "free”  chlorine  have  been  mde  on  numbers  of 
occasions  -with  positive  results.  The  one  sample  which  proved  unsatisfactory 

■was  taken  only  very  recently  and, no  doubt,  was  occasioned  by  a difficulty  which 
was  encountered  in  securing  a steady  feed  of  Chloros  to  the  tank.  This 
difficulty  should  be  readily  overcome  and  the  supply  is  being  kept  under 
observation ,

The  water  carrla  systera  is  in  operation  (with  very  few  exceptions) 
throughout  the  District  and  apart  from  the  low  lying  parts  of  the  District 
the  sewage  drains  by  gravitation  to  the  Nottingham  carrier.  In  the  case  of 
Colwick  and  Netherfield  (the  low-lying  parts  referred  to)  the  sewage  is 
lifted  by  pumps  to  the  carrier.

There  is  once  again  no  appreciable  variation  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  overcrowding  from  previous  years,  but  it  is  more  than  doubtful 
whether  the  Icnown  cases  are  all  that  exist  in  the  district.

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CONCLUSION. 


During  1952  the  health  of  the  District  has  remained  very 
satisfactory  in  respect  of  infectious  disease.  FLeasles  has  again 
been  fairly  prolific  but  to  a lesser  extent  than  the  previous  year. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I con  place  on  record 
once  more  the  fact  that  no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  been  notified 
and  it  suggests  that  a satisfactory  level  of  immunisation  exists  in 
the  District.  Whilst  this  is  a very  gratifying  thought,  our  efforts 
ore  not  being  allowed  to  relax  and  vjith  the  hel|i  of  all  concerned 
active  propogonda  is  continued. 

The  vaccination  state  has  been  maintained,  but  the  spectre 
of  smallpox  is  a Irrays Covering  in  the  background  - particularly  in  view 
of  the  speed  of  modern  air  travel.  The  vaccination  and  iranunisation 

states  have  been  maintained  at  a fairly  satisfactory  level  due  to  the 
work  of  the  Health  Departmentsof  your  Council  and  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council,  together  with  the  valuable  assistanoe  of  the  local 
general  practitioners, 

I feel  I must  again  stress  the  need  for  adequate  housing  for 
many  cases  of  medical  and  medico-social  character.  Improvement  in 
housing  conditions  ¥\fill  enhance  their  general  standard  of  health  v\rith 
corresponding  reduction  in  expense  in  medical  treatment.  This 
particularly  applies  in  the  housing  of  the  tuberculous,  whore 
Sanatorium  treatment  is  very  expensive 

The  care  of  the  aged  still  remains  a problem,  but  I feci  that 
it  has  been  eased  somervhat,  though  increa sing  expedtancy  of  life  v;ill 
bring  along  many  problems  in  its  wake. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  191-6,  has  norw  been  in 
operation  for  five  years  and  the  Ministry  has  requested  the  views  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  upon  its  working  in  their  areas.  This 
is  intended  to  apply  only  to  County  Councils  and  County  Boroughs  and 
not  to  other  authorities,  but  the  purpose  of  the  Annual  Hepoft  of 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  is  to  reviov;  the  health  of  their  Districts 
and  so  I am  including  a fev\f  remarks  regarding  the  Health  Services 
available.  In  the  case  of  the  Carlton  Urban  District,  there  would, 
appear  to  be  little  change  in  these  Services,  for  the  main  alteration 
was  the  transference  of  the  Ambulance  Service  to  the  County  Council, 

The  effect  of  this  change  v^ould  appear  to  bo  that  little^  if  any, 
improvement  occurred  in  efficiency,  but  a great  increase  in  cost.  The 
remaining  Services  in  the  District  v\rere  largely  a County;  Council 
commitment  and  these  Services  have  continued  to  function  efficiently, 
but  it  is  felt  that  the  "over-centralisation"  tends  to  be  an  expensive 
luxury,  for  many  aspects  of  preventive  medicine  are  essentially  a local 
responsibili ty . 

Once  again  may  I express  ray  sincere  thanks  for  all  the 
assistance  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Committee  and  the  Council  during  the  year  and  with  these 
remarks  I would  like  to  include  my  appreciation  of  the  help  I have 
received  from  all  members  of  the  Staff  of  the  Council.

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  ray  seventh  Annual  Report 
as  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  upon  the  v\rork  carried  out  within  the  District 
during  the  year  1952. 

As  the  Summary  of  Inspections  and  Visits  on  Pago  24  and  the 
details  given  in  the  body  of  the  Report  shoiv,  much  was  accomplished 
despite  difficulties  which  vevo  encountered  - mainly  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year  - due  to  changes  in  and  illness  of  Staff. 

Whilst  no  part  of  the  Department’s  duties  was  neglected,  special 
attention  was  paid  to  premises  upon  v/hich  petroleum  spirit  is  stored  and 
a survey  was  commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year  of  licensed  houses  in 
connection  with  the  methods  of  glass  vmshing. 

Additional  duties  under  the  provisions  of  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  Act,  1951  (which  have  taken  up  a considerable  amount  of  time) 
fell  upon  the  Department  and  in  the  sphere  of  Health  Propaganda  nev/  ground 
was  broken  by  the  holding  of  a very  successful  Health  and  Food  Hygiene 
Exhibition  for  a week  during  the  month  of  March.  These  matters  will 

be  dealt  with  in  detail  under  individual  headings  later  in  the  Report, 

In  connection  with  housing  it  will  be  seen  from  the  particulars 
given  both  in  this  Report  and  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
that  the  execution  of  repairs  to  property  continues  to  claim  much  time. 

Two  houses  have  been  dealt  v>fith  during  1952  under  the  provisions  of  Housing 
Act,  1936,  Section  11  and  it  is  v^orthy  of  record  that  your  Council  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  resolved  that  a survey  of  the  old  houses  in  the  Carlton 
Ward  should  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  practicable  v;ith  a view  to  a limited 
’’slum  clearance”  scheme  being  formulated.  This  survey  has  now  been 
completed  and  a report  thereon  was  submitted  to  Hie  meeting  of  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Committee  held  in  July  1953.  Many  of  the  houses  inspected 

are  of  such  type  and  condition  that  they  can  never  be  brought  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard  of  fitness  and  whilst  they  remain  they  must  inevitably 
be  a source  of  trouble  to  owners,  occupiers  and  the  local  authority  alike. 

COMPLAINTS , 

There  were  1,373  complaints  (written  and  verbal)  received  during 
the  year,,  all  of  v/hich  v/ere  investigated  and  dealt  vjith  as  necessary.  The 
number  of  complaints  recorded  is  higher  than  in  1951  v/henthe  number  was 
1,277. 

INSPECTIONS  AND  VISITS. 


As  sho-wn  on  Pago  24  the  number  of  inspections  and  visits  totalled 
7,694,  which  was  over  200  more  than  in  the  previous  year  . 

The  details  of  the  Notices  served  are  given  on  Pages  25  and  26  and  these 
particulars  are  in  extension  of  the  information  supplied  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  included  in  his  Report

PRO^SIOw  OP  DUSTBINS. 


Tho  municipal  dustbin  Scheme  (the  cost  of  which  is  paid  out 
of  the  General  Rate  Fund  as  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Rate) 
has  continued  to  operate  very  sat isfac torilj'’. 

DuriUij;  the  financial  year  1952/53  the  Scheme  cost  tho 
equivalent  of  lo88d.  rate  which  is  just  less  thana  halfpenny  in  excess 
of  the  estimated  cost  when  the  Scheme  was  originally  considered. 

It  was  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  that  it  was  anticipated 
that  the  cost  would  increase  oiving  to  the  fact  that  it  was  necessary  - in 
the  absence  of  galvanised  hollovmare  - to  purchase  dustbins  with  a pointed 
or  other  alternative  finish.  Whilst  galvanised  bins  have  been 'available 
again ‘ for ' the  past  twelve  months  a limited  number  of  the  painted  bins 
supplied  som.e  two  years  ago  require  replacement.  The  expectation  of  life 
of  a 'painted'  bin  would  appear  to  be  between  Wo  and  tFu'oe  years  as  compared 
vjith  six  to  seven  years  for  one  that  is  galvanised  and  hence  it  is  inevitable 
that-  earlier  replacement  will  increase  the  cost  of  ‘die  Scheme  during  the 
years  1953  and  1954. 

During  the  year,  under  report  1,407  dustbins  wore  supplied  to 
houses  within  the  area. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 


Details  are  given  in  the  list  below  of  the  quantities  and  t^q)es 
of  foods  which  on  examination  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
In  most  instances  inspection  of  the  articles  was  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the  owners,  though  a proportion  of  tho  unsound  goods  came  to  light  during 
routine  inspections  of  shops.  These  goods  (none  of  which  were  scposed  for 
sale)  were  without  exception  old  stock  which  liad  de’beriorated  through  age  or 
unsuitable  conditions  of  storage.

P'or  a period  of  five  days  from  the  4th  - 0th  March,  1952  a 
Health  and  Pood  Hygiene  Exhibition  was  held  in  the  Methodist  Churph 
Lecture  Hall,  Carlton  Hill,  Carlton. 

An  Exhibition  of  this  size  and  character  vjas  a new  venture  in 
Carlton  and  the  arrangements  for  it  were  embarked  upon  by  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  myself  with  some  misgiving  as  to  whether  sufficient 
public  support  would  be  forthcoming  to  make  the  effort  and  time  involved 
worth  while. 


However,  the  Exhibition,  which  was  arranged  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  Departments  of  the 
Nottinghamshire  County  Council  and  with  the  cooperation  of  a number  of 
private  firms  and  individuals,  proved  an  outstanding  success „ 

Over  2 ,500  persons  visited  the  Exhibition  v/hich  comprised  ton 
Stands  detailed  below.  Parties  of  school  children  (mainly  from  Senior 
Schools)  totalling  over  400  were  conducted  round  the  Exhibition  and  most 
of  these  organised  visits  T/ere  preceded  by  lectures  from  the  Health 
Education  Officer  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Health  Department 
and  film  shows  at  the  Schools.  The  children  took  a keen  interest  and 
it  was  felt  that  their  instruction  was  one  of  the  most  valuable  features 
of  the  Exhibition.  Other  orpjanisod  parties  from  the  British  Hed  Cross 
Society,  Junior  British  Hed  Cross  etc.,  also  attended.

Industrial  Sunday. 

At  the  request  of  the  Rev  F,  Poole  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Committee,  a display  Stand  dealing 
with  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  v\fas  arranged  as  part  of  an 
Exhibition  organised  in  connection  with  Industrial  Sunday  and  held  in  the 
Chandos  Street  Baptist  Church  Hall  on  26th  April,  1952, 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 


For  several  years  up  to  mid  1952  the  Council  afforded  to 
the  occupiers  of  all  premises  within  the  area  a Rodent  Destruction 
Service  free  of  cost.  The  Rodent  Operator  "was  engaged  on  a part- 
time  basis  only,  the  balance  of  his  working  week  being  on  duties 
with  the  Surveyor’ s Department.. 

This  arrangement  ultimately  proved  inadequate  and  the 
Authority  decided  to  operate  a Scheme  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  Section  11  Half  the  cost 
of  such  Soheme  - subject  to  certain  conditions  being  satisfied  - can 
be  recovered  from  the  Ministry  of  uigriculture  and  Fisheries. 

Under  the  new  arrangement  the  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  on 
a full-time  basis  and  a considerably  more  efficient  service  is  now 
available  within  the  area  with  little  difforonce  in  cost  to  your  Authority. 

During  the  year  702  properties  v/ere  inspected  - 208  as  the 

result  of  complaints  and.  494  during  suinrey.  The  promises  found  to 
be  infested  with  rats  or  nice  totalled  247  and  details  are  ns  follow:-

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 


The  position  with  regard  to  shops  has  varied  very  little  from 
that  of  the  previous  year.  A limited  number  of  shops  only  carry  on 
trading  on  Sunday  and  experience  shows  that  fow  remain  open  even  as 
long  as  the  general  closing  hours  permit. 

Observations  have  been  made  with  respect  to  Sunday  trading  and 
to  verify  that  shopkeepers  are  conforming  to  the  general  closing  hours 
and  one  contravention  only  was  observed.  This  related  to  a sale  in  . 
contravention  of  Section  2(b)  of  the  Act,  and  as  !''■  was  a first  offence 
a Teaming  was  given  and  the  shopkeeper  thereafter  complied  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.

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RENT  AND  MORTGv\GE  INTEREST  RESTRICTION  ACTS. 


A total  of  45  cases  was  dealt  v-;ith  during  the  year.  In 
every  instance  details  were  supplied  of  the  correct  rents  charEeahle 
and  it  was  found  in  four  instances  that  rent  in  excess  of  the 
"controlled''  rent  had  been  demanded.  Tho  rents  demanded 

were  in  excess  by  amounts  varying  from  Id,  per  week  to  l/ld  per 
week. 

In  another  case  overcharges  had  boon  made  by  amounts  varying 
from  6d.  to  l/-  per  week  and  overpaid  ront  -which  vras  recoverable  amounted 
to  £3 .

SMOKE  ADilTEMENT  „ 


During  the  year  62  observations  and  visits  v/ere  made  in 
connection  with  smoke  abatciaent. 

In  last  years  report  it  was  mentioned  that  serious  smoke 
omissions  were  occurring  from  one  chimney.  This  matter  has  been  kept 
under  observation  and  some  improvement  has  boon  effected  and  continued 
attention  vdll  be  given  to  this  installation. 

It  is  hoped  during  the  current  year  to  devote  more  time  to  tho 
subject  of  atmospheric  pollution  than  was  practicable  during  1952  , 


NOTTINGIEdJSHIRE  COUNTY  CONN  Cl  L ACT,  1951  - Section  78. 

Music  Singing  and  Dancing  Licen cos. 


As  from  the  1st  March,  1952  the  Council  became  responsible 
for  the  licensing  of  premises  within  the  District  kept  or  used  for  the 
purposes  of  public  dancing,  singing,  music  or  any  other  entertainment 
of  the  like  kind. 

Up  to  tho  31st  December,  1952  22  licenoes  and  3 occasional 

licences  had  boon  granted. 

The  Police  had  no  objection  to  the  gr'-'nt  of  these  licences  and 
the  technical  advice  of  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  Fire  Prevention 
Department  was  obtained  as  to  the  adequacy  or  otherwise  of  i;:ho  means  of 
escape  and  fire  and  safety  precautions. 

Detailed  inspections  v;ere  made  and  full  reporis  Svibmitted  to 
this  Council  by  the  Fire  Prevention  Depar-tment  and  it  was  necessary  to 
request  the  execution  of  works  at  19  of  the  22  premises.  At  the  time 
of  writing  such  works  have  been  completed  in  full  in  7 cases  and  in 
part  at  11  premises.  In  'bhe  remaining  case  renevral  of  the  licence 

was  not  sought  by  the  occupier  of  tho  premises  concerned.
